In response to the Office Action, dated October 4, 2004, setting forth a 
restriction requirement in the above patent application, please consider the following 
remarks. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner has requested that the Applicant make an 
election between the following three groups of claims, which the Examiner contends 
represent three independent or distinct inventions. Applicants believe that there may 
be a typographical error in the Examiner's grouping of claims. The Examiner has 
assigned claims 1-39 to Group I, drawn to a composition for use in regulating 
hormones of a host. The Examiner has assigned claims 31-64 to Group II, drawn to a 
method of regulating the fertility of a host. Claims 31-39 are assigned to both Groups 
I and II. In reviewing the claims of this application, claims 1-30 are those claims 
directed a composition for use in regulating hormones of a host and claims 31-64 are 
drawn to a method of regulating the fertility of a host. With that being the case, it 
appears that the Examiner has intended to group the claims as follows: 
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
